SANITATION 


1 (1) In developing a metropolitan 


sewage 
system, political • boundaries 


should be ignored in order that the full 
est cooperation-may be had between 
communities and topographical areas 
logically grouped and cooperating where 
such interests arc in common. 


"(2) A comprehensive sewerage sur- 


vey—under 
some 
competent county 


agency, to be created for the purpose— 
dividing the county into such districts 
as may be necessary to properly provide 
permanent sanitary relief for all time, 
should combine as many cities.and com- 
munities as can be properly served, 
and. require any community planning 
sewage disposal to make its plans con- 
form, not only for its own immediate 
work, but to fit into the final scheme 


cd to pollute a stream course, under- 
ground water or a pleasure resort. 


"The 
tremendous asset which the 


jouiity has in the beaches must be pro- 
:ected at all hazards, and only the best 
sanitary conditions be permitted. 


"The situation is one which justifies 


;oing beyond the actual sanitary re- 
quirements and making a contribution 
co what might be called sentiment, and 
which must for all time preclude criti- 
cism which might in any way affect the 
popularity of these natural playgrounds. 


' (4) In the organization of a met- 


ropolitan system, all cities and commun- 
ities should be urged to make their local 
sewage system an integral part of such 
broad and comprehensive scheme. 


"(5) The economic use of all treat- 


ed sewage waters and byproducts (such 
as fertilizer) should be encouraged, but, 
however, only on the theory that the 
treatment of sewage for irrigation or 
fertilizer is a function of agricultural 
development and not as a burden upon 
the sanitary system, as such, but the 
cost thereof should be borne entirely 
by the industry or land enjoying such 
benefits, if a community can in a more 
economical or sanitary manner other- 
wise dispose of its sewage. 


"(6) Until such time as conditions 


warrant the expenditure 
of 
greater 


amounts, as part of the permanent plan 
of disposal, the interior communities, 
n solving their sewage problems, should 
>e permitted to 
construct treatment 


works, the entire system to be so de-

HOME FROM TRIP TO EURORE, 


C.F.CUPP" 


Last week the Argus told of the re- 


turn of Mrs. C. F. Clapp from a tour 
of Europe. We have secured from Mrs, 
Clapp the following account of her 
trip, which she says has been one of 
the most wonderful experiences of her 
life: 


The party she went with consisted of 


twenty-two persons, under the auspices 
of the. American Express Company, 
whose special guide accompanied them 
all the way from San Francisco, which 
was the starting point, until their re- 
turn. 


Sailing from New York, the first land 


they sighted was Plymouth, England, 
the home of the Pilgrim Fathers, who 
because of religious intolerance left 
their fatherland and crossed the At- 
lantic in the little wooden ship "May- 
flower" of historic memory, and found- 
ed the first American colony at Ply- 
mouth Rock. 


Landing at Scherborg, they took the 


train to Paris and crossed the battle- 
fields of Ypres. They spent a week in 
Paris and visited the Louvre, Notre 
Dame, the Hospital of Les Invalides, 
and Versailles, where they saw the 
tab.le upon which the treaty of peace 
was signed after the world war. 


From Paris they took the train for 


Lucerne, Switzerland, and from there 
to Lake Interlaken, from which point 
trains" run up into the snow-capped 
mountains, where they picked violets 
from beneath the snow, and Eidelweis, 
the delicate and beautiful emblem of 
the Swiss Alps. 


From Switzerland they went to Mi- 


lan, Italy, where they visited the fam- 
ous cathedra], then to Genoa, the birth- 
place of Columbus. In Rome they visit- 
ed St. Peters, the most wonderful church 
in Christendom. In the Vatican they 
saw Raphael's famous allegorical paint- 
ing of the Day of Judgment, an enor- 
mous canvas which covered the wall at 
the rear of the chancel. While in the 
Vatican they were given an audience 
by the Pope, .who received them very 
cordially, gave them his blessing, and 
those of the faithful were given an op- 
portunity to kiss the apostolic ring.

they then travelled south to Na- 


ples, from which city they were glad 
to get away as quickly as possible. The 
degrees of poverty were appalling, there 
was no sewage system, unless the open 
gutters running down eaeli side of the 
streets could be called such. Several of 
the tourists were taken sick and only 
recovered when Naples had been left to 
windward. 


A drive to the Capuchin monastery 


carried thorn back in imagination to the 
medieval ages. Capri was a day's jour- 
ney from Naples and the contrast was 
cmarkable. 
We have often thought 


when viewing Italian paintings that the 
;urquoise blue of the lakes and seas 
could not be natural, but when one sees 
the Mediterranean from the Isle of 
Capri, we are satisfied that there is no 
exaggeration. 


Florence and Venice were the next 


points of interest. Venice is indeed, a 
city'of wonders. Things don't change 
in the old countries as rapidly as they 
do in America. Comfortably reclining 
among the soft cushions of a gondola, 
smoothly gliding on the canals of Ven- 
ice by moonlight to the soft dulcet 
tones of the lute and guitar, is indeed to 
dream. The old palace still stands as in 
the days of the rich and powerful doges 
of Venice. The Bridge of Sighs,and the 
shop where Shylock, that blood-thirsty 
old usurer of Shakespeare's play, tran«- 
acted business. And so across the bridge 
over the Grand Canal to St. Mark's 
church, and a visit to the Venetian 
glass and lace factories brought their 
stay in Italy to a close. 


Crossing the Tyrolean Alps into Aus- 


tria, the quaint costumes and manners 
of the peaceful Tyrolese was a restful 
sight. Indolent herders reclining on 
the grassy mounds, while the goats and 
cows grazed leisurely in the green gas- 
tures, was in strong contrast to the 
hustling life in America. Through Aus- 
tria to Innsbruck and (hen to Oberam- 
mergau, the; home of the passion play, 
where Mrs. Clapp stayed at the home of 
Hans Mayer, who takes the part of 
Pilate. Sho also had the pleasure of 
taking dinner with Anton Lang and his 
wife at their humble home, fur these 
good people receive no pay. all making 
their living by industry as potters, car- 
penters, blacksmiths and other useful 
trades. 


The performance of the passion play 


lasts from eight in the morning until 
six at night, and rain or shine, nothing 
is allowed to interrupt it. The audience 
is seated in an enormous covered build- 
ing, 
while the stage is in the open. 


Practically the entiro population of 
Oberainmergau take part in the play, 
about eight hundred people, and so in- 
tently earnest are they in the perform- 
ance that even during the time they are 
not acting, the Christlike, influence is 
stamped imleliby upon their dwrucltr 
jaml manners. At all times, even when 


I the pliij' is not in progress, tourists from 


all parts of the world visit the scene 
of the Passion play. Nearly all of the in- 
habitants furnish board and lodging to 
help them in their frugal living. One 
dollar a day in American money is the 
regular charge for board and lodging, 
and the highest-priced seats at the per- 
formance do not exceed twenty-nine 
cents. 


In Germany, the Americans and En- 


glish are not received very courteously, 
so after an all-day sail down the Rhine 
to Munich, past old feudal castles high 
up on the banks, among which was an 
American fort, manned by American 
soldiers, who looked good to the travel- 
ers so far from horn*. 


On leaving Germany they visited Co- 


logne 
and its 
wonderful cathedral, 


through 'the battlefields of Belgium, 
where in many places the inhabitants do 
not yet drink the water which had 
been poisoned during the war, and still 
have to carry it from a distance. In 
Belgium they found a remarkable relic 
in Long Max, an enormous gun cast by 
the Germans, taking two years to con- 
struct, and was still unfinished when 
the armistice was signed. The gun is 
so large that the average man can stand 
upright in the breech, and it carries a 
shell that takes several men to handle 
on specially constructed trucks. 


The Isle of Marken was their next 


destination, and the queer costumes of 
the inhabitants, young and old, furnish- 
ed considerable amusement. The party 
then went to Amsterdam and Rotter- 
dam, among the dykes and canals. The 
country being below sea-level, the dykes 
furnish the only protection from the 
ocean, and the wonderful series of locks 
by which the Hollanders are enabled to 
raise or lower the level of the water in 
the canals is a remarkable work of in- 
genuity, and the experience of sailing 
through a canal in a vessel which is be- 
ing frequently raised or lowered to the 
different water levels, according to the 
direction in which you are going, is a 
decided novelty to the average traveler. 


Leaving Holland, they crossed Bel- 


gium to Ostcnd, from which port they 
sailed for Dover, England, visiting the 
Westminster Abbey in London, then to 
Stratford-on-Avon, the homes of Shakes-

have found weather conditions perfect, 
the temperature during the day ranging 
from 65 to 70 degrees, with a tang of 
approaching winter in the air during 
the early evening hours—Indian sum- 
mer .at its best. 


"Oregon can boast of some of the fin- 


est boulevards in the United* States, but 
Washington is far behind in this re- 
spect. The roads in Washington are 
largely built of gravel, mixed with 
large pebbles. The usual way of re- 
pairing these roads is to spread about 
eight inches of loose gravel over the 
surface and leave it for the traffic to 
work in. Under these conditions the 
average life of a fabric tire is three 
thousand miles.

towns in the state, and tradition has it 
that it was surveyed by Lincoln—at 
least everything is done to perpetuate 
Lincoln's memory.- A glance up the 
main street reveals the Lincoln bakery, 
the Lincoln garage, the Lincoln grocery, 
the Lincoln laundry, and the Lincoln 
school. 


"A fwe miles outside of the town 


the first postoffice on the Pacific coast 
still stands. It was an old log shanty 
and is one of the sights visited by the 
tourists. Lake Crescent is only fifteen 
miles from the center of the town, con- 
sidered by many as the most picturesque 
lake in America.

Editorial 


Mistaken 
Charity 


Benjamin Franklin has given us the definition of a mob as 


a "monster without a head." When we consider the conduct 
of the Russians in relation to their action toward other powers 
during the World War, and the chaotic state of their country at 
the present time, we cannot but realize that the wise old Ben's 
definition was correct. As an example of unreliability, in their 
dealings with other nations, their incapacity of governing them- 
selves through the lack of a unity of purpose, and the brutality 
of the Soviet government to the common people, Russia as a 
nation stands'forth as the most colassal example of ingratitude 
the world has ever known.' Two hundred and twelye million 
dollars was lent to the Russian government during the great 
war to finance them in their support of the Alltes. At a most 
critical period in the affairs of the nations, the Russians deserted 
and began fighting among themselves. Unsafe as the lives of 
the people might have been under the rule of the czars, the reign 
of terror which succeeded the murder of ,,the Romanoff family 
eclipsed in brutal injustice the most sanguinary period of the 
French revolution without producing in the smallest degree 
the beneficial results which that upheaval brought to the people 
of Fraifce. 


The people of the United States have sent food, clothing and 


medicines to the starving and sick Russians. The hearts .of 
the American people have responded generously to the calls of 
suffering humanity—and what has been the result? Possibly

some of the recipients of our bounty have given vent to expres- 
sions of gratitude, but the Bolsheviki government has not only-., 
refrained from any expression of thanks, but has actually ap- 
propriated to themselves and to the army under its control, the 
food, clothing and medicines sent by a humane people to succor 
the helpless. Now that the Turk is at war with civilization, the 
Soviet government of Russia has cast its lot with the fortunes 
of that "world's curse," and the greater part of the stores sent 
to relieve the distress of a starving people has been appropriated 
to the feeding of a hungry army destined by its leaders to uproot 
the very civilization which has prompted the spirit of charity 
which has hitherto saved them from starvation. The Russians, 
following the dictates of an unbalanced reason, have declared 
their intention of helping the Turk by sweeping the Balkans. 
If the hardened Turk has any sense of humor, this must appeal 
to him as a huge joke, for the hard scrabble Russian hordes are 
in no condition to sweep anything. 
With no money, without 


munitions, and with ntrfeed but that which may be taken from 
the stores furnished by a mis-charity, the Russian army is in 
no position to materially help the wily Turk, or throw a scare 
into the other nations of Europe. Their donation of a complete 
medical unit to the Turks is a laughable piece of effrontery, 
and shows the spirit of ingratitude when we realize that even 
this was stolen from the stores sent by the American people to 
succor the persecuted peasantry. Surely the |reat American 
public will realize the absurdity of such misdirected charity, 
and although the act shows a goodness of heart commendable 
under normal conditions of need, yet the disposition the reci- 
pients" of our bounty have shown to bite the hands that feeds 
them, should have a deterent effect upon an indiscriminate 
charity which is either not appreciated or diverted from its 
intended purpose.
